A large 
num ber of these claims are made by 
Spanish subjects on account of property 
destroyed or appropriated by the Con­ 
federate troops during the civil war, 
thus having exactly the sam e basis as 
a num ber of claims filed by American 
citizens against the Spanish governm ent 
for property seized or destroyed hy the 
Insurgents in Cuba. 
A nother class of 
these claims is of ancient elate, flowing 
from the abortive efforts of the com­ 
missioners and special courts crcated by 
congress to settle the "Florida claim s.”

Ifodern Greek peasants exchange a 
fold and silter wedding ring, and they 
drink wine from the same oup. But the 
regular ritnal of tho Greek church or- 
d^ni that solemn botrothal proccdcs the 
Actnal marriage, iu which are used gold 
and silver wedding rings blessed by 
Ihe priest, tho gold ring being given to 
the man, the silver ring to tho woninn. 
The form of the espousal is then repeat­ 
ed, and tho rings are placed on tho right 
hands and then exchanged that no in­ 
feriority may bo betokened by tho wom­ 
an wenving tho silver ring and also to 
indicato a common ownership of prop­ 
erty. 


An Armenian motlier usually chooses 
her daughter’s husband. After all busi­ 
ness preliniinaries aro settled between 
the faiiiilies tlio bridegroom’s mother, 
accompanied by a priest and two ma­ 
trons, visits tho brido and givt-s her a 
ring in token of espousal, and with this 
ring tho couple aro ultimately married. 
Among tho iishing communities very 
ancicnt and elaborate ring.« arc useri, 
and they descend as heirlooms from 
generation to generation. 


In Japanese marriages arranged be­ 
tween very young people tho girl re­ 
ceives a ring in evidence that the iminn 
is binding. In Malabar an old native 
custom seiit« both brido and bridegroom 
on a dais, and a relative washes tho 
feet of the bridegroom with milk and 
pnts a silver ring on tlio great toe of tho 
right foot. Ho then hands a gold ring 
to his kinsman, and a necklace and 
chaplet of flowers aro put on tho bride’s 
neck and head.—London Mail
